Car crashes into 
Hayward’s, falls on

VBPS suspends 4 Savage 
teachers without pay 
after they file law suit

Less than a week after filing a Civil 
Rights law suit against the Van Buren 
Public Schools, four teachers that had 
been at Savage Elementary School were 
suspended, without pay, for 14 days — May 
27-June 16. 

Pamela Bradley, Michelle Komaromi, 
Brent Held, and Rebecca Tennis had 
been on paid administrative leave without 
charges since January. 

Their original law suit against the school 
district, six of the seven members of the 
board, Michael Van Tassel and Shonta 
Langford-Green was filed May 20. 

According to their law suit, amended June 
2, less than a week after filing suit on May 

6, the four teachers received disciplinary 
letters from VBPS alleging various 
violations of the M-STEP examination’s 
testing protocols. 

The amended law suit said the four 
were not given any notice in advance of 
receiving this discipline and they were 
not afforded the opportunity to respond 
to the allegations of wrongdoing set forth 
in the disciplinary letters before being 
disciplined. 

The amended law suit claims this 
discipline was issued as a direct result of, 
and in retaliation to, filing of this law suit. 

“At no point during their suspension over 
the course of the last five months was any 
disciplinary action taken, nor were any 
forthcoming disciplinary actions discussed 
with Plaintiffs until their law suit was 
filed,” the suit states. 

Further, it says, a disciplinary letter was 
not sent to the fifth teacher, who was able to 
return to her classroom without discipline 
despite being accused of conduct the same 
or similar to conduct that the four teachers 
received disciplinary letters and unpaid 
suspension for, solely because she had 
released her legal claims. 

On Monday, a large audience waited more 
than an hour for the school board meeting 
to begin because the board had gone into 
closed-door session with its attorneys 
Collins & Blaha to discuss the law suit. 

Before leaving the Belleville High School

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Belleville City Council adopts budget, welcomes new clerk/treasurer

On June 6, the Belleville City Council 
adopted its 2016-17 general fund budget 
of $2,026,088 on a 4-1 vote, with 
Councilwoman Kim Tindall casting the 
only no vote. 

She said the Downtown Development 
Authority’s tentative budget sent over 
was “unacceptable to me.” She said the 
cut from $100,000 to $65,000 for district 
maintenance is not proper. Also cutting 
from $67,000 to $15,000 for police and fire 
is unacceptable, “I don’t have the words... 
I’m baffled.” 

She said she thinks flowers on Main 
Street are beautiful but putting $8,000 in 
the budget for flowers and just $15,000 
in the general fund of the city for public 
safety doesn’t make sense. 

The city budget is balanced by taking 
$52,060 from the fund balance, leaving an 
estimated $911,765.35 in the fund balance 
at the end of the 2016-17 fiscal year. 

The new fiscal year begins July 1. 

At the budget discussion on May 23, 
the budget expenditures were more than 
$90,000 over revenues, so cuts were 
made. 

Among the cuts were about $8,000 
for salaries and uniforms for the fire 
department; one part-time person for the 
police department, $30,000; and about 
$16,000 for leaf pick up. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer introduced 
the new city clerk treasurer Sharri Scharf, 
who will take over when current Clerk/ 
Treasurer Lisa Long retires on June 24. 

The council officially confirmed her 
appointment near the end of the meeting. 

In other business at the two-hour-and-15- 
minute meeting, the council: 

e Approved a street closing request by 
Grace Baptist Church for its annual Fourth 
of July Picnic. High Street will be closed 
from behind the church to the corner of 
Roys from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. He invited any 
city employees working that day, including 
police on duty, to stop by and eat with 
them; 

e Approved the Fire Department’s request 
to upgrade the permit of the department 
from Medical First Responder to Basic Life 
Support level. EMTs will now, in addition 
to what they’ve done under MFR, be able 
check a person’s temperature, check blood 
sugar level, administer oral glucose, put 
in a combi-tube when person is in cardiac 
arrest, and administer an epi pen auto 
injector. “This gives us a chance to do 
the things we can do when HVA is further 
away,” said Fire Chief Brian Loranger who 
said these days HVA is often 15, 20 or 25 
minutes away during emergencies; 

e Opened one bid for the two police 
cars: $328 from Jim Schmenk for the 2001 


model. “We’re still stuck with the 2000,” 
Mayor Conley said; 

e Approved Scharf as the new signatore 
once Long has retired; 

e Approved allowing the Strawberry 
Festival to have hospitality tents at Third 
and Fourth Streets if the Chamber of 
Commerce doesn’t move forward with 
use of those spaces. The council already 
approved Chamber use of those areas; 

e Was introduced to two new fire fighters 
who had just completed probationary 
status: Matt Skender and Jessica Kelly, 
both EMTs; 

e Heard Tim Smith strongly oppose 
recognition of the Honor and Remember 
flag. He said most of the money given to 
Honor and Remember is to promote the 
organization and Gold Star mothers just 
get a flag. He said there are already Blue 
Star Flags and Gold Star Flags to honor 
the families of those who fight and die. 
Cornell Anton was present to support 
Smith’s comments. Smith was deployed 10 
times throughout his 20-year naval career 
to places including Iraq and Bagram, 
Afghanistan; 

e Heard Randy Priest discuss leaf 
collection, which is no longer in the city 
budget. People in the council chambers 
suggested several ways to help people with 
leaf collection. After talking about how 
tight the budget is, Priest said, “If we cut 
leaf pick up, we can live without it. A lot of 
people will be disappointed”; 

e Discussed why the Downtown 
Development Authority budget isn’t quite 
ready and must be amended later once it gets 
figures in for outsourcing some services. It 
was pointed out the city council has power 
over the DDA budget if it does not come 
in appropriately. DDA coordinator Carol 
Thompson was not present because she 
had retina surgery earlier that day. Mayor 
Conley said while the DDA revenue stream 
is there the cost of the bond payment 
increased, as was planned. “They came to 
the party a little late,’ Mayor Conley said 
of the timing, adding the DDA is seeking 
bids for outside contractors for Victoria 
Commons and grass cutting and don’t have 
the figures. They put a budget together on 
what they thought they should pay. Mike 
Renaud said the DDA is dropping a bomb 
on the city for $45,000. It was pointed out 
this is not the first year the DDA has been 
late with its budget; 

e Learned the kayak rental business 
discussed for Horizon Park will not come 
this year; and 

e Heard Brad Manley say he will be 
coming to the council soon with a proposal 
to shut down High Street on July 23 or 30 
for a craft show and water show as a fund 
raiser for Ken Roberson who is fighting 
cancer.

We are putting together 
a report on all the candidates and will run 
this early so absentee voters will have the 
information on candidates in Van Buren 
Township and Sumpter Township for the 
Aug. 2 primary election. 

So far, Tim Rush in Sumpter is the only 
Republican candidate running in the two 
townships, so the Democrat candidates 
winning the primaries will, in most cases, 
be elected in the general election. 

Paid political advertisements are available 
if you have more to say. 

I was interested to find out if any of the 
outdoor sculptures erected in Belleville 
and Van Buren Township on May 26 were 
created by artists from this area.

One, “Sun with Two Moons” at Five 
Points, was created by an artist in Manistee 
and “Self Series VII” was by brothers 
in Detroit.

Several local artists have voiced 
disappointment that artwork made here isn’t 
invited to be displayed here. 

In Romulus, last week an event coupled 
with its summer concert series opener un- 
veiled the winners of the first Romulus Pub- 
lic Art Project. 
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Last fall, the Romulus Arts Council, in 
partnership with the Romulus Downtown 
Development Authority, sought 2-D artists 
and photographers to submit high-quality 
images for a temporary outdoor public art 
installation. The theme was open to inter- 
pretation regarding the words “Art in Na- 
ture.” 

One hundred and fifty pieces were re- 
ceived for the contest from artists all around 
the region including Michigan, New York, 
New Jersey, Kentucky, Ohio and Chicago, 
Illinois.

installation, $2,790 fee to MSI, and $750 
for one year’s rental of the concrete 
foundation. 


ten outdoor sculptures from Michigan 
Sculpture Initiative was a little higher than 
it should have been. The total invoiced by 
MSI for the leasing was $15,590 (not the 
$16,250 noted in the story). We regret the 
error. 

There was additional cost for promotion 
of the sculptures on top of that.

Our department is proud of the fine drinking water it provides and is honored to provide this report 
to you. The 2015 Annual Consumer Confidence Report on Water Quality shows the sources of 
our water, lists the results of our tests, and contains important information about water and health. 
The Sumpter Township Water and Sewer Department will notify you immediately if th ere is ever 
any reason from concern about our water. We are pleased to show you how we have surpassed 
water quality standards as mandated by the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the 
State of Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ). The state and EPA require us 
to test our water on a regular basis to insure its safety. 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small 
amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate 
that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects 
can be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at 
(800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, 
ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the 
ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and 
can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage 
treatment plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or 
result from urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil 
and gas production, mining, or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as 
agriculture, urban storm water runoff, and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are 
by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production, and can also come from 
gas stations, urban storm water runoff and septic systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and 
gas production and mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the 
amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must 
provide the same protection for public health.”

responsible for providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials 
used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for several hours, you can 
minimize the potential for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before 
using water for drinking or cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish 
to have your water tested. Information on lead in drinking water, testing methods, and steps you 


can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at

Infants and young children are typically more vulnerable to lead in drinking water than the general 
population. It is possible that lead levels at your home may be higher than at other homes in the 
community as a result of materials used in your home’s plumbing. If you are concerned about 
elevated lead levels in your home’s water, you may wish to have your water tested and flush your 
tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using tap water.

Where does my water come from? 


Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated with in the Lake St. Clair, Clinton River, 
Detroit River, Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S. and parts of the Thames River, Little River, 
Turkey Creek and Sydenham watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality in partnership with the U.S. Geological Survey, the Detroit Water and 
Sewerage Department, and the Michigan Public Health Institute performed a source water 
assessment in 2004 to determine the susceptibility of potential contamination. The susceptibility 
rating is on a seven-tiered scale from ”very low” to “very high” based primarily on geologic 
sensitivity, water chemistry, and contaminant sources. The susceptibility of our Detroit River 
source water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to potential contamination. 
However, all four Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from Detroit River have 
historically provided satisfactory treatment of this source water to meet drinking water standards. 


DWSD has initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill 
response, and a mercury reduction program. DWSD participates in a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System permit discharge program and has an emergency response 
management plan. In 2015, DWSD received a grant from the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality to develop a source water protection program for the Detroit River intakes. 
The programs include seven elements that include the following: roles and duties of government 
units and water supply agencies, delineation of a source water protection area, identification of 
potential of source water protection area, management approaches for protection, contingency 
plans, siting of new sources and public participation. If you would like to know more information

cafeteria for its closed-door session, board 
vice president Martha Toth read a statement 
saying board members are unable torespond 
to details of the litigation. President Brent 
Mikulski was not present because he was 
at the special event in the BHS gymnasium 
because his daughter was entering high 
school from eighth grade. 

When the board returned to the meeting, 
Mikulski was present. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier noted at the 
beginning of the meeting that there have 
been no invoices from Collins & Blaha for 
the board to approve because the law firm 
hasn’t billed the district for May or June. 
She said if they don’t bill regularly it could 
throw the district’s budget off. 

Frazier said to date the law firm has been 
paid $264,000 and she thinks that will rise 
to a total to $350,000 this year, up from 
$65,000 the previous year.

At the end of the meeting, Frazier again 
spoke of the Savage issue.

She said it may not have hurt others on 
the board, but it hurt her and now she’s over 
it. Frazier said, “This issue has developed 
into a community concern.” 

She said possible errors in the M-STEP 
test have been identified and remedied 
with help from the state. She said her 
granddaughter in the Gifted and Talented 
program at Savage took that test, too, and 
had her results thrown out. 

“The board needs to step forward and 
put this behind us,” Frazier said.
